Another week of excellent growing 
weather has been productive of good Jtjv 
suits, and the crop conditions throughout I 
the entire state are most encouraging. 
Local showers occurred in some localities 
on every day last week, and there was 
not a county that did not receive more or 
less rainfall Throughout the Eastern 
portion the rainfall reported varies from 
1 25 to 2 61 inches, much of which was 
received in those counties surrounding 
Pendleton and Grant, where drouth has 
prevailed during the previous seven 
weeks. Creeks and rivulets are once 
more wending their way through that 
section; the supply of nock water has 
thereby been replenished, pastures are 
improved, and vegetation of all kinds has 
been revived 

Another pleasing feature about these 
showers is that they occurred at interval* 
on days of sunshine aud warmth. Better 
growing weather could not be deeired. 
and most coi respondents say that all 
crops are i.ow beyond danger from possi- 
ble drouth. Some fear of the effects of 
an eirly Lost aic entertained, but another 

tobacco safe from possible injury from 
this source. The finishing touch is being 
given to all the crops, and marking this 
as annu* mirabilx* in the agricultural his- 
tory of Kentucky. 

Esrly corn is an assured crop. Com- 
plaint regarding the late crop comes alone 
from Crittenden county, where a green 
bug h causing some injury by eating the 
It follows the silk down into the 
shock Elsewhere throughout the state 
reports regarding the corn prospect con 
tinue to be most encouraging.

Ueports on the tobacco crop place the 
general condition at rair, while in those 
ities where it has been affected by 
drouth it is said to be poor. On the other 
hand, in sections where large amounts or 
foil during July and at times during 
August, there is now general complaint 
if injury from worms. Correspondents 
n several counties in different parts of 
the state say that worms never before 
affected tobacco so badly. It is thought 
probable, however, that a period of 
cooler weather may exterminate them. 
Pastures are in fine condition. 
Vegetables of all kinds are abundant 
id in good condition. Both Irish and 
sweet potatoes are plentiful. Melons.

Fatal Accident at the Illinois 
State Fair Grounds. 



The DisssUr Was Due to the Sofun- 
lng of the Mortar in the Walls 



• of Construction. 

SraiHQFiBLD, 111., Sept 5.— Wcdnes- 
day afternoon the brick tower at tbe 
southwest corner of tbe new machin- 
ery ball at the State fair grounds col 
lapsed, carrying down part of the roof 
and baloony and burying four men. 
The accident was due to the softening 
of the mortar in tbe walls by the heavy 
rainstorm of Tuesday night. Tht 
bricklayers had been taken off the 
building a few minutes previous to the 
collapse, having just finished it for the 
rafters. But for this fact the mortal- 
ity would have been greater. The men 
at work were carpenters and plumbers. 

The dead: Henry Hobson, plumber, 
aged 30 and married, crushed and suf- 
focated; Jnraes Parks, carpenter, aged 
40, recently married, taken out doad. 
The injured: Chas. Itrownell, waterboy, 
aged 13, both legs and arms and sev- 
eral ribs broken— will die; Nelson Wil- 
liamson, carpenter, both legs broken; 
Samuel Davenport, boss carpenter, 
badly bruised by falling bricks; Fred 
Beard, carpenter, badly bruised and 
arm broken; Jimmy Cliney, slate car- 
rier, leg broken. 

It wbs at first supposed that 
men were buried lo the debris and a 
force of men were set at work shovel- 
lag away the debria 

The damage to the building will 
amount to about £2,500. 

Secretary Girard, of the state board 
of agriculture, was seen shortly after 
the accident, but did not have much to 
say concerning the cause. He said 
that the mortar had not time to 
and the rain loosened the brick. The 
work has been rushed owing to the 
near aprrjonch of the fairand the walls 
have beeft carried up faster than the 
mortar could dry. They fell of their 
own weight. 

The plumbers who were caught we« 
working on the inside of the tower ou 
the ground floor, all of the carpenters 
were on the balcony inside the build- 
ing, a section of which was carried 
down by the falling wall. 

Williamson, whose legs were broken, 
received his injuries by jumping from 
the balconv. The other men near him 
olunff to tne rescue and received only 
minor hurt*.

She Will Send a Gentile and a 
Mormon to the Senate. 



This Has Been Determined Upon by 
the Leaders of Both Parties. 



Washington, Sept 6.— Utah will 
send a Oentfle and a Mormon to the 
United States senate as a result of the 
election in November," said Lawrence 
Gardiner, of the national democratic 
congressional committee, "whether 
the democrats or republicans are suc- 
cessful in the following campaign. 
This has been determined upon by the 
leaders of both parties In the embryo 
state and another feature will be the 
fact that both senators will be of silver 
persuasion. Consequently there is not 
as much interest being taken in the 
new state, so far as the east is con- 
cerned, as there would be if Ephraim 
was not wedded to bis idols. 

Chairman Cain, of the state central 
committee, dropped in at headquarters 
last week and seemed very aangnine of 
success at the approaching election. 
He based his hope mainly upon the 
fact that the republican voters in Utah 
are newcomers, and unmarried men in 
the majority of cases. On the other 
hand, the old settlers, Mormons and 
Gentiles, alike are mainly of the 
democratic faith. This includes the 
women, who will be permitted to vote 
the entire state ticket, which includes 
members of the legislature who will 
choose United States senators and a 
congressman to the Fifty-fuurth con- 
gres* 

A recent decision of the supreme 
court of Utah threw down nil the bar- 
riers as far as women are concerned, 
and they will have the same privilege 
so far as votinjr is concerned that their 
fathers, husbands and brothers do. 
Owing to the fact that this is a year of 
state elections, the congressional com- 
mittee of our party do not propose to 
take an active part in the campaign- 
But the new state of Utah has at- 
tracted bo much attention that 
It con Li not be ignored and 
hence the congressional committee has 
been doing pretty good service in that
